Because it is profitable to. do so, 
“pproximately 80,000 farmers in 36 
Michigan counties have . organized 
nil conservation districts under a 
Michigan law of 1937. 

These districts cover about one 
‘alf of the agricultural land of the 
tate.

6. districts have been 
ess than ten years, such progress 
is encouraging. Farmers are con- 
ervative’ by tradition; Michigan 
“armers, too, are mostly Republi- 
sans and many of them have ‘been 
sool. to ideas coming out of Wash- 
ington in recent. years.

Famed for his blinding speed, 
Johnson blazéd a trail of glory dur- | 
ing his 21-year play- 
ing. career with the 
Washington Sena- 
tors. Known as the 
“Big Train,” — he 
won: 413 games and 
lost 280; set the

‘record of 3,497, top- 
ping. the. 200 mark 
for seven consecu- 
tive seasons; hurled 
- i: 2 no-hitters, and 114 

Big Train shutouts.

I. God’s Confirmation and Man’s 

etermination (Acts 23:11; Rom, 1: 

3-16; 15:22-24). 

Man needs to have his good pur- 
poses confirmed by the Lord, and 
so. it was in the case of Paul. He 
had been taken prisoner for the gos- 
pel’s sake. His trial had resulted 
in an uproar. Things did not look 
too promising for him. Humanly 
speaking, there was a question 
whether he would get anywhere, let 
alone to Rome. 

In man’s -hours .of discourage- 
ment. God stands by with a good 
word. ‘‘Be of good cheer,” he tells 
Paul; ‘as thou hast testified of 
me in Jerusalem so must thou bear 
witness also at Rome.” 

In his letter to the Romans, Paul 
expresses his determination to come 
to :them.. There were hindrances, 
there. was a contemplated trip to 
Spain (which he probably did not 
make), but in spite of all these 
things he would come in due time. 

The reason for that determination . 
is tremendously interesting and per- 
tinent. to our own lives. He saw 
himself to be a debtor. The gospel 
had been committed to him, not as 
a deposit ‘for his own good’ or

Scour Worms 
A worm will live longer on.a hook 
and will take more fish if it is well 
scoured before using. If given the 
chance the worms will'do the scour- 
ing job themselves. The process. is 
‘to. place a quantity. of sphagnum- 


men in packing plants, into a stone- 
ware .crock or tight. wooden box. 
The moss, which. grows. in shady, 
swampy woods, should be well mois- 
tened, ‘but. the. excess water’ should 
be wrung out before placing: it in 
the container. The worms should be 
placed in the moss for at. least 
two days, preferably three or four, 
and..kept in a cool place. At. the 
end of. the .period they should be 
almost transparent, tough and live 
ly.

Everyone. bas problems and dif- 
ficulties. There is always a vague 
fear of-the future, even in the best 
of circumstances. The. threat of 
sickness, accident, financial ruin 
hangs over everyone, all the time. 
For most people there are more 
imminent problems.’ Some can’t 
be solved. There is nothing to do 
then but to make the best adjust- 
ments possible and to. bear the ills 
of this life with:grace and dignity.

Expedition Discovers. Tomb 
Of an Ancient Peruvian God 


NEW YORK. — Discovery of the 
tomb of an ancient Peruvian god, 
as important to American archeo! 
ogy. as discovery of the toino of 
King Tutankhamen was to students 
of ancient Fsyptian civilization, 
was announced by Dr. William Dun- 
can Strong of the department of ar- 
cheology of Columbia university. 

Strong said that the tomb was 
found this summer in the Viru val- 
ley of Peru and that the grave con- 
tained the remains of the great 
tusked god Atapaec, last of a dyn- 
asty ‘which combined: the roles of 
priéest,. warrior and also personified 
God. . 

Buried with the god were a num- 
ber of objects representing the art 
of the god's people, the Mochicas, 
whom Strong. called “the local 
Greeks—they reached ‘the highest 
| artistic point of early Pertivian civ- 
’ ilization,’’ : 

Strong.said he placed the time of 
the burial at about 1000 A. D. 

“It was the body -of a very. old 
man. He had lost all his teeth ex- 
cept two in the front, and his skin 
was next to his. bones, ‘proving that 
he must have been very thin and 
very old—possibly: about. 100. when 
he died,”’. Strong: said. :

things ready .to 
set on the table 
at a moment’s 
notice, cookie jars 
brimming full of

ready with a baked ham and salad 
makings. ; 

It’s easy to serve buffet style if 
you have lots of small tables for 
people to sit down to and eat. Then 
they ean go to the buffet—which 
by the way can be a buffet or a 
large table—and serve themselves 
as often as they like. With food such 
as I’ve outlined, you’ll. be surprised 
how often they can come back. 

Your table should be as pretty as 
a picture with a white or ivory dam- 
ask cloth. The centerpiece, too, can, 
carry out the holiday mood. Use 
Christmas greenery abundantly, and 
if you have branches from the tree, 
use them with carnations, some arti- 
ficial snow balls and possibly a snow 
man as illustrated above.
